/TTTHEREAS in one aft made in the lafl fejjions of this prefent 
7 £c 8 W. s« V V parliament, intituled, An a<ft for laying feveral duties up- 
c.30. f. ao. on \ OYf w i neSj or fpirits of the firft extra&ion, and for prevent- 
ing the frauds and abufes of brewers, diftillers, and other per-

An aR for renewing the bills of credit, commonly called, Ex- 
chequer bills. 

WHEREAS it is found by experience to be very difficult and Preamble. 
troublefome for perfons who have any of the bills of credit, 
commonly called, Exchequer bills, in their hands undifcharged, to 
compute the inter eji thereupon, {which hath hitherto grown due after 
the rate of five pence a day for every one hundred pounds principal mo- 
ney contained therein, for fuch time: only as they have not been in the 
publick receipts) becaufe moft of the /aid bills do contain very fmall 
funis, and have many endorsements thereupon, according to which the 
faid inter eft is to be reckoned, and many of the faid bills are fo filled 
up already, that they are not capable of any further endorfements, 
which Jhould be made when they are brought into any of the faid publick 
receipts ; whereby divers perfons have been, and are dij courage d to 
accept fuch bills in payment: for remedy of which inconveniencies 
for the future, be it enacled by the King's mod excellent maje- 
fty, by and with the advice andconfentof the lords fpiritual 
and temporal, and the commons in this prefent parliament af- 
fembled, and by the authority of the fame, That when any of Bills of 1 credit 
the bills of credit, commonly called, Exchequer bills (being un- brought into 
cancelled, or undifcharged) (hall at any time or times be paid, theExchequer 
lent, or brought into the receipt of his Majefty's Exchequer, t0 .|* Mtt - 
it (hall and may be lawful to and for the CQraiflioners of his Ma- M ' 
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jefty's treafury, or any three or more of them now being, and 
to and for the high treafurer, or any three or more of the com- 
mifiioners of the treafury for the time being, to caufe the prin- 
cipal and intereft monies which (hall be due upon all or any 
fuch bills (the fame being firft tried by the counterparts thereof) 
to be exactly caft up, and fuch bills to be cancelled, taking care, 
in a book to be kept for that purpofe, to caufe the number, 
date, principal and intereft of every fuch cancelled bill to be 
fairly entred, with the refpeftive fund upon which it is cancelled, 
^**J"^ tobc and thereupon from time to time to make new bills, to contain 
each of them, one hundred pounds, or fifty pounds, or twenty 
five pounds, fo as the principal money to be contained in £bch 
new bills to be made forth from time to time, do not in the 
whole exceed the fum total of the principal and intereft monies 
which was due upon all the bills that (hall have been cancelled 
by virtue of this aft. 

II. And be it enabled by the authority aforefaid, That all the 
new bills to be made forth by virtue of this aft, as aforefaid, 
(hall bear an intereft thereupon of four pence a day for everyone 
hundred pounds, and fo proportionally for the lefler fums be- 
fore mentioned ; which intereft (hall be allowed due and pay- 
able for fuch time or times only, as the faid new bills (hall not 
lye in the hands of any his Majefty's receivers or colleftors, or 
in his Majefty's Exchequer, in like manner as the faid higher 
intereft was allowable upon the faid former bills; and the /aid 
new bills fo made, (hall, in the receipt of his Majefty's Exche-

CAP. II. 

An aft for tbe further limitation of the crown, and better fe- 
curing the rights and liberties of the fubjeft. 

WHEREAS in the firjl year of the reign of your Majefly, and lWge M# ff# 
of our late mojt gracious fovereign lady Queen Mary (of %% c . ». 
bUffed memory) an ait of parliament was made, intituled, An adl 
for declaring the rights and liberties of the fubjedt, and for 
fettling the fucceflion of the crown, wherein it we s (amongjl other 
things) enafted, eflablijbed, and declared, That the crown and regal 
government of tie kingdoms of England, France, and Ireland, 
and the dominions thereunto belonging, Jbould be and continue to your 
Majefly and the laid late Queen, during the joint lives of your Maje- 
Jly and the faid 3>ueen, and to the furvivor : and that after the deceafe 
of your Majefly and of the faid Queen, the [aid crown and regal govern- 
ment Jbould be ana remain to the heirs of the body of the faid late 
Queen ; and for default of fuch ijfue, to her royal highnefs the princefs 
Anne of Denmark, and the heirs of her body : and for default of 
fuch iffue, to the heirs of the body of your Majefly. And it was 
thereby further enafted, That all and every per f on and perfons that 
then were, or afterwards Jbould be reconciled to, or Jbould bold com- 
munion with tbe fee or church ^Rome, or Jbould profefs the popijb 
religion, or marry a papifl, jbould be excluded, and are by that aft 
. made for ever uncapable to inherit, poffefs, or enjoy the crown and 
government of this realm^ and Ireland, and the dominions thereunto 
belonging, or any part of tbe fame* or to have, ufe, or exercife any 
regal power, authority, or jurifdiftion within the fame : and in all
